]J\r"r[lnﬂl has heen somotimes eald o o a
linlf American oity. It in the sense thot
ita Intorests are so extensively interwoven with
those of this country as to make 18 Inhabitants
and particularly its leading merchants and ship-
pers, ansious ubove most other Englishmen for
the preservation of quiet and friendly relations
Letween the United Kingdom and the United
Rtates, During the late civil war, Liverpool
naturally found herself somewhat in the condie
tign of the fabled asx between the two bundles
of hay, Her tsade with the North drow her in
one direcetion: lier connections with the Sauth,
18 the first cotton mart of the Old World, drew
her in the other. This exeeptional situation
relatively to American affalrs made then and
now makes it quite unsafe to accept her public
action upon American questions as o trustworthy
indiention of the general drift dnd earront of
British focling. It 1s altogether probable, we
fear, that the address which her Chamber of
Commerce s now reported to have prepared
agninst the coming of Mr. Matley will be conched
in n tone very different from the tone which Mr.
Motley will be. called upon to meet, to appre-
cinte, and to plich his own utteranees upon when
he renches the British capital and comes Into
relations with the general pubilic feeling and the
anthoritative policy of the Kingdom. This in
ordinary times, or with snother representative
of the United States than Mr. Motloy, might b
a matter of little moment. It {2 true, happlily,
of most nddresses and of the |'|_-ljr1ie.;. Lo most nd-
dresges of this kind, as Mr, Lavard’s Eastern
Cadi sald it was of correspondence in general,
that “*the speaker i= one, and the hearer unother,
and there is no harm done,” But Mr. Motley
will arrive in Eoglhwnd at o moment when
the really serious and Influentinl  public
opinion of Englwnd—the ovinion which finds
only n partial expression In the publie press, but
which nlwuys exerts a decisive authority over
the attitude and the policy of a Britisl
administration—Is profoundly and unusoally
exasperated on the subifper of British relations
with Ameriea. The better classes of English-
men who busy themselves with politieal affairs,
whether as nctors or us critics merely, are no
doubt er¢ this well satisfied that Mr., Sum-
ner’s foolish and rlhiodomontading speech uo
more really represeuts the deliberate poliey
of the American Sennte than Mr. Chandler’s
incoherent ravings. But Mr. Motley §s known
by them, also, to be the personal and poli-
tieal friend of Mr. Sumner. His appoint-
ment has been as  carcfully ecanvassed In
Great Britnin as in this country, The posi-
tion in. which he stands, relatively, to Presi-
dent Grant, to Mr, Secrotary Fish, to Mr.
Sumner, and (o the Radical party, iz quite as
well understood by the fow people in England
Ly whom it §8 most important that such matters
should be understood, as it Is by the best in-
formed persons at lor It is certnin, therefore,
that any expressions of opinion which Mre, Mot-
ley may be seduced Into allowing himself to
muke on his arrival in Englind will be sharply
and closely scrutinized, and that any color of
reason which he may glve, of seem to give, 1o
the notion that Mr. Sumner's speech snbstan-
tinlly uttered the secret views and wishes of
President Grant will act most foreibly and most
unfavorably upon the British mind.

If Mr. Motley were an nceomplished publicist,
or a politician familiar with the springs of pub-
le feeling, or merely o trained and skilful diplo-
matist, there wonld boe little reason to anticipate
his stumbling into any trap set for him by
triendly or by hostile hands. But he is none of
these things. (hlin?' out as he goes, withoat
specifie instructions from his Government, he is
exposed to the temptation which o person of his
tempernment and habits, both of life and mind,
will find it very hard to resist—of giving himsell
at lenst the alr of intending to do something,
His personnl opiviong In regard to England's
linbility to this country for her conduct during
the war are believed, and upon no Inadeqguate
anthority, to be little less moulded ulpnn any
recognized principles of international law and
politieal morality than those of Mr, Sum-
ner himeelf. Thoge who remember 4 very
hnsty, inaccurate, ill-advieed, and passion-
ate  letter which he sent to the London
Times carly in 1861, and at o time when he
was proceeding to Vienna on his firss diplo-
matic mission, will not be quite at ense in their
minds us to the work which he may see fit to set
himself to do In a mis<ion which he enters upon
with no definite l|llau or authentie purpose. And
it 18 mueh to be feared that a Liverpool address,
intimating the wish of Liverpool 1o sce the ex-
isting difficulties adjusted by concessions and
compensations on the part of Eogland, may
strike just the one particular chord in Mr. Mot-
ley's nature which 1t is most desirable for the
snecess of his mission should be left unstirred.
To bhave the American people nssured by the
Atlantic cable that their new envoy hag begun
ut once to undo the mischief done by his too
placable and amiable predecessor, that he has
entered England as o prophet oalling her to
repentance and o restitution, would assuredly
il :%nrd the most sgreeableé sondations Lo a person
of Mr. Motley's peeullar constitution,

Such a d!'irﬂlf would be a-.n”'\' ]il\'l'l'\' o check
the movement which is already on foot among
s certnin section of Epglish politiclans towards
a calm and practienl reconsideration of the real
limits snd requirements of England's duty to
America on thls guestion, This would be o
misfortune almost grave enough to be called
calnmity. We ean only trust that by some
benign influence of the Augel of -'*H_l-ni-:-., whethor
transmitted through the Atlantic cable from
Washington or impressed upon bim in the
wintehes of lil}{ill and of the sen on his out-
ward way, ont new Envey may be preserved
from the in-ril which has been prepared for him,
ind for the grave Intercsts confided to him, by
I wl peaple of Liverpool.

JAMAICA REVIVING
From the N, Y, Pribvne,

.\!lnllnl':.: to all necounts, affalrs nl
are boginning to exhibit plensing slgns of
turning prosperity.  For the first tie In o greal
many years, revenuy hos recontly got ahead of
expenditure; and the Governor fins just an-
nouneed that the colony, which lhas been for a
long time post nonble to meot fes linbllities, is
now completely solvent, The revenue ol the
last financlal yenr waa sufficient not only to
muet all the expenditures for that perdod.” but
to cover a deficit of nearly holf 2 milllon of
dollurs on the previous two years: and as the
revenue for the carrent soar promises, so far, to
be at lewst equnl to that of the last, there 12
every probability of there being a considerable
surpius at the ond of the last quarter,  Mean-
time, ngriculiure and trade nre reported 1o he
reviving all over the Kland, and a hopeful
splrit, It wonld seéem, now pervades all elasses
of the popnlation. Sopch o change from the
distregsed and alimost desperate condition in
which 8ir John Grant found the island, when he
nesumed the government two vears and n hali
ago, #peaks volumes for hi=s administration. A=
to the provement in financial affales, this is
not owing to any actual inerense of the revenue,
which Is not larger now than the average annual
receipts of the decade preceding the deplorable
events of 1865; but It bas been brought about
principally by the rigid coconomy with which the
public money is expended under the present ro-
gime—all oflices not absolutely necessary for the
requiremonts of the public servies, and all sine-
cures—of which Jamalea had her full shire—
having been abolished, Taxation, too, s more
equitably assvssed than ever betore, the resnlt
being that the great bulk of the people puy thelr
taxes with o readiness and niterly
nnknown under the old st <. Wo now
have proof that it was ., anidl not the
wlleged indolence of the blaeks, that made
Jaumaico o proverb of poversy and wretehedness
for the last quarier of o cent nry.
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WHERE THE PERIT LANDED HER CARGO.
From the N, Y.,

Some doubts have been exprossed as to the
posibility of effecting the Janding of arms and
L nmmunition destined for the use of the Cuban
patriots, in view of the consts of the island being
guarded by some thirty-cight to forty Spanish
wiar steamers.

The Perit nccomplished the dizembarkation of
her eargo—a most useful one for the Cobans—in
the bay of Nipe. The entrance to this bay, « e
ble of holding the navies of warld, I8 nearly
due south of Peint Lueretin. on the north const,
nnd distant some one hundred miles from ( e
Maisl, the eastern point of the Island.  The cn-
trances to the bays of Nipe and Levisa, two ol
the most lnnd-docked and safe harbors on the
whole Islpnd, are distant only =ome fonr to five
leagues, The shores of these buys are covered
with dense virgin forests of mahogzany, cedar,
and ather still more valunhle timber.

But the entire consts of Caba, north and soutls,
present such an fmmoense number of poerfectly
well-concealed harbors, that it would require a
nuvy far more numerons and more etlicient thun
that of Spain to make Blockade rinning hazar-
dous.

Again, the very many starting points which
the geographical position of Cuby olfers is an
essentinl considerntion.  Good, sale harbors are
within o twenty-four hours’ sail by n fast stenmer
from nny port in Florida, from Yuoeatan, [rom
Jumalen, trom Santo Domingo, from Porto Rico,
and fromany of the keys in the old Baliwma
channel.

When once enterprising men are convineed
that a cargo of arms and ammunition success-
fully Innded will be paid for in cash, even the
thirty gunboats which Spain is reporied to e
building in the various ship yards of this conntry
will be ineffectual to stop the supply of war ma-
terdal to the Cubans,
